Former AnUoch Resident Passed 
Tuesday June 18 

Thursday afternoon of last week Mrs. 
W. F. Ziegler received a letter bear* 
ing the sad news of the death of Mrs.

M. E. church. 

'As will be remembered Rev. and Mrs. 
Cieworth were located here two years 
and when he was removed from this 
place by the Rock River conference and 
placed at Wilmette theft- departure was 
was sincerely regretted by the entire 
community, but although no longer res- 
idents of this village they always re- 
tained an interest in and kept in touch 
with the people here. 

After a four years residence at Wil- 
mette they removed to Creston, Iowa, 
where they remained one year, and then 
on account of the poor health of tfrs. 
Cleworth'a mother. Mr. Cieworth asked 
and obtained the charge at Camanche, 
Iowa, the home town of her parents, 
where they remained until this spring! 
About six months ago Mrs. Cieworth, 
who had never been in ' robust health, 
began to fail, and -in April physicians 
declared her ailment to be tuberculosis 
and advised her to try the open air 
treatment in the climate of Colorado.

There aro no Bet Bymptoms which 
are present in all cases, but in gen- 
eral case's are alike and show some or 
all of the following symptomB*. Weak- 
ness, drowsiness and constipation, fol- 
lowed by diarrhoea, tho eyeB bocome 



tho only possible means of controlling 
tho dreadful malady. The method 
of control ia prevention by vaccina- 
tion. It has been tried out thorough- 
ly, and in splto of discouraging re- 
ports must be recognized for what it 
has done in cases where it has been 
Intelligently administered. It is not 
a treatment to bo administered by ig- 
norant or careless personB, but should 
bo given under ideal conditions and 
with great caro and accuracy.

caro Bhould bo taken bo as to avoid 
poisoning by introducing bacteria 
while using the needle.

In animals weighing less than 250 
pounds the serum is injected into 
ono thigh, while diseased blood (or 
virus) is injected into tho other.

If abceaBes 
are formed at tho place of injection 
they should be thoroughly washed and 
opened and the animal kept in a 
clean place until well. The second or 
Bimultaneoue method will insure im- 
munity for eight months to a year, 
and much longer in some cases, and 
should be UBed when a herd Ib in dan- 
ger of Infection. 

The animals should be put on nan 
feed for 48 hours previous to tho op- 
eration and fed light rationB for- a 
week after treatment Corn should bo 
omitted entirely from tho ration dur- 
ing this time. During the operation 
and afterwardB tho surroundings 
should bo aa clean as posBlblo, and tho 
animals should not be exposed at all 
to storms nor confined In dirty quar- 
ters, for they will have a fever, In 
some cases up to 106 degrees, but 
should return to normal within ten 
days, if they havo proper caro and 
surroundings.

F tho oxpcrlonco of post 
years Is repeated tho an* 
mini celebration of tho 
signing of tho Decla- 
ration of Independence 
this year will cost 200 
lives. No moro serious 
results, as far as casual- 
ties aro concerned, could 
bo oxpected from a considerable bat- 
- tlo. For though the number of dead 
•will bo rolatlvely small, tho list of 
■wounded will bo very largo. Probably 
20,000 or moro will bo seriously hurt 
in ono way or another by explosives. 
Of theso moro than 100 will lose ono 
or both legs. Nearly 100 boys will 
receive lnjurlos In tho right hand from 
toy pIstolB, from which they will die 
In a lingering and painful manner from 
lockjaw. 

In tho palm of tho human hand 
thoro Is a plexus, or network of nerves. 
When a, toy pistol explodes, or shoots 
backward, as It Is always liable to do, 
tho wound Inflicted Is usually In tho 
palm; thoro Is laceration of tho not- 
work of nerves aforesaid, and lockjaw 
Is likely to follow. 

The estimate of 20.000 wounded 
<Joos not Include tho slight-hurt, who 
will make a much longer list. But 
taking tho figures given, and leaving 
out of consideration all destruction of 
property/ by Hro, it would seem that 
the nation's bill for its Fourth of July 
celebration Is a pretty heavy one. 

Tho property loss by flres duo to 
careless uso of explosives, will amount 
to at least 1500.000. Possibly it may 
run up into Ihe millions, out tho es- 
timate hero given represents meroly 
an average Fourth of July. People 
will throw firecrackers Into places 
whore they are likely to start confla- 
gration, and skyrockets, which exclto 
such enthusiasm when thoy go up, 
havo a deplorable way of coming down 
upon roofs and making mischief. 

Then, too, many of the modern kind 
of fireworks, such as tho bombs, which 
rlso 1,000 feet In tho air and explode, 
liberating beautiful showers of vari- 
colored stars, contain considerable 
quantities of high explosives, and are 
proportionately dangerous. Only last 
"Fourth of July, it will bo romembored. 
many people woro killed- and wounded 
by tho^ accidental setting off of a quan- 
tity of such bombs which had been 
put In readiness for a fireworks ex- 
hibition. 

Some, probably a dozen, shops that 
contain largo stocks of fireworks will 
bo destroyed by tho accidental sotting 
off of tho combustibles, Incidentally 
endangering much property In thoir 
neighborhood. Fow finer and more 
striking exhibitions In tho flroworks 
lino aro given on the glorious Fourth 
than are furnished by such impromptu- 
displays, but they cost a great deal 
of money. 

If grown peoplo aro satisfied to risk 
life and limb in playing with tho high 
explosives contained In many kinds of 
flroworks, it Is nobody's business but 
theirs. Unfortunatoly, Bomo of the In- 
struments of celebration placed in the 
hands of children are loaded with small 
quantities of similar deadly materials. 
Naturally, the little ones like best the 
torpedoes which mako the loudest 
'noise, and those are tho ones that con- 
tain fulminate of mercury (an exceed- 
ingly dangerous substance) and somo- 
timca even dynamite.

courso, most torpedoes aro entirely 
harmless; but some of tho small ones, 
round and very hard, about tho slzo of 
a marblo, which go off with a report 
like a pistol-shot, aro In tho deadly 
class, containing aB they do fulminate 
of mercury. 

Years ago, ne most peoplo will bo 
ablo to recall, there was a dreadful 
Fourth of July accident In Philadel- 
phia. A large quantity of torpedoes, 
of a kind whoso sale had been ex- 
pressly prohibited by local ordinance, 
was exposed on a street stand, kept by 
an Italian, on one of tho busiest down- 
town, thoroughfares. Exactly what 
caused it nobody ever knew, but appar- 
ently a stone thrown by a boy struck 
tho torpedoes, and all of them went off 
together. Thoy were loaded with dyna- 
mlto, and tho explosion was tremend- 
ous. Seven children were killed, while 
a number of others wero moro or leas 
seriously hurt. ^ 

A great many of tho Fourth of July 
accidents are causod by children's mis- 
chief. A boy will throw a firecracker 
at a girl, for example, burning her 
seriously. Then there is tho deadly 
cracker that has failed to explode, and 
which must bo examined and relighted, 
tho consequence being an unexpected 
report and possibly the loss of an oyo. 
The largo crackera, some of which are 
a foot or more in length, aro really 
dangerous bombs, and should not be 
put in childish hands. No prudent fa- 
ther would allow his bo/ to use a toy 
cannon, with loose gunpowder, which 
Ib likely to become Ignited with dls-

aatrouB results. Indeed, tho Hat of 
killed and wounded would bo onor- 
moUBly diminished if parents would 
take the necessary pains to keep toy 
pistols, raw gunpowder, and giant fire- 
crackors out of tho hnnda of their chil- 
dren, reserving to themselves also the 
business of setting off tho fireworks 
in the evening. 

If we muBt havo a Fourth of July 
celebration, let us try to bo moro sen- 
sible about. ft, and so cut down ths 
number of slain and Injured, as well 
as the serious property loss of bygon* 
Fourths. 

Guns and pistols, are not sultablo 
playthings for children. 

The llttlo boy who picks up his toy 
gun and playfully Bays, "I'll shoot you," 
should bo taught that even in play he 
must not point a weapon at another, 
for It Is in Just such ways that respect 
for 4l/a is lessened and involuntary 
manslaughter Is tho result. 

Thoughtful parents will not give chil- 
dren such toys. It has been tho cus- 
tom for many years to celebrate tho 
Fourth of July with noiBo and fire- 
works. 

Children did not originate tho prac- 
tice. It is the method shown by their

Is it not time that parents should 
think of this subject, and see if they 
cannot devise other methods of cele- 
brating our national holiday that will 
not entail such sacrifices of life and 
property? Is it not timo that in an ago 
whon peace and arbitration are In tho 
air, and whon the great nations of ths 
earth are steadily advancing toward 
tho day when disputes and differences 
will be settled by arbitration, that wo 
should begin* to teach the children 
higher ideals of patriotism than nolsa i 
and shooting?

Men who play tho wily game of poli- 
tics havo discovered that the beBt way 
to distract the attention of the public 
from their own shortcomings Is to 
make a loud-mouthed sensational at- 
tack upon eomcono else. As the cut- 
tle-fish eludes its pursuer by clouding 
the surrounding water with the con- 
tents of ita ink sac, so the political ad- 
venturer takes advantage of the igno- 
rance and prejudices of the people to 
escape from his indefensible position 
by muddying the waters Of public 
opinion. 

A case in point Is the recent attack 
made upon tho religious press .for 
carrying Coca-Cola advertising. This 
attack wbb made by a politician who 
was supposed to bo an expert la chem- 
istry but who, having brought a suit 
against tho Coca-Cola Company, was 
humiliated by having to acknowledge 
that he could not qualify as an expert. 
The court, decided in favor of the Coca- 
Cola Company as it was clearly shown 
that the only essential difference be- 
tween Coca-Cola and coffee or tea is 
that the former contains only about 
half as much caffeine as tho latter and 
that the flavor is different. 

The question as to whether it is right 
to acrvortlBo Coca-Cola seems to resolve 
itself therefore into the question as to 
whether it is right to advertise coffee, 
tea, chocolate, cocoa and other bever- 
agcB of the caffeine group.

Cclentlat Claims It Is Not Necessary 

That People Should Feel Bur* 

dened With Yeara. 

It seems that according to most re- 
cent discoveries old age is not a natural 
result of years, but is a microbe. At 
least this is claimed by the scientist 
Metchnikoff of the Pasteur institute in 
Paris, 

It 1b not neoessary that people 
ahould feel burdened with years and 
tfrow feeble and exhausted aa the 
snontha roll Into years. AH that is 
due to a microbe in the body, and 
when science can once discover the 
antitoxin which can successfully com- 
bat the poisonous effects of the 
microbe, we can live on, perhaps not 
longer, but without discomfort until 
the end comes. He bases his theory 
on his observations of manmmalB aa 
compared with birds. 

A dog or horse, for instance, ahowB 
disUnct eigns of senility. They grow 
feeble and decrepit and break down 
Jn every way . But birds do not A 
duck that ia twenty yeara old ahowa 
00 signs of advanced age. Parrots 
remain for long years In a youthful 
■tate and retain their brilliant plum- 
age. In the case of a parroquet 
'Which, according to reliable Informa- 
tion is seventy to seventy-five years 
old. It Is Impossible to recognize old 
*ge, so entirely normal is ita appear- 
ance and so eaay Ita movements 

The cause, it Is claimed, Ilea in the 
•difference in the intestines in mam- 
jmals and birds. The latter are bo 
Jhullt that the mlcrobea which are bo 
abundant In tho inteBtineB of the mam- 
toala do not or cannot accumulate in

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Big Dlrda Against Aeroplane* 
ilch They Fiercely Attack and 
Turn Upside Down— Must 
8eek Protection. 



An fateresting experiment, in view 
of thc\ fact that the world's armies , 
are no* facing the problem of how to j 
cope with the new force in warfare— ' 
the nefipiane, Is being conducted by 
a number of French officers at Nice. 

The Idea, it seems, was suggested 
by the fate of the famous aviator,: 
Rogers, who met death because a sea- ! 
gull flew Against him and disturbed . 
his control of bis machine. The offl- J 
cere argued amongst thorn pel yen that 
If a modest-sized bird such as the sea- 
gull could wreck an aviator, the now- ' 
erful eagle could surely become a ! 
terrific flgbttng and wrecking force in j 
the air. So, as Nice is but a few miles ! 
from the Alpine; home of^the Swiss* 
eagle, six birds were immediately put 
Into training. 

Machines resembling aeroplanes in 
shape, but supported by balloons, to 
which were attached pieces of meat 
were sent up, and the' eagles let loose. 
With fierce crieB and flapping of their 
wlnga they attacked the aeroplanes 
and tore the meat from them. In their 
eagerness they fight one another, and 
the aeroplane is sometimes turned up- 
side down In their struggles. It la 
Inconceivable that any men In an aero- 
plane, even If there were three or four , 
of them, could retain control of their 
machine In face of such an attack. 
One after another the eagles attack 
all the aeroplane balloons until they 
are wrecked, and their trainers feel 
certain that they will now. attack 
real aeroplanes with men in them with 
the same ferocity. 

How will the blrdmen parry these 
attacks 7 Suppose they carry revolv- 
ers or abort repeating rifles; to shoot 
a bird in the air la notoriously diffi- 
cult, but to shoot half-a-dozen swoop- 
ing down and clawing at you all at 
once, seated In a trembling aeroplane, 
would be well-nigh an impossibility.

WILSON SAYS ANTI-TRUST LAW 

EXEMPTION, CLAUSE IN ACT 

IS "UNJUSTIFIABLE." 



URGENT NEED PREVENTS VETO 



Public Duty Makes Prompt Ac- 
tion Imperative. 



READS MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 



Provision In Appropriation Measure 
t Will Not, However, Prevent Prose- 
cution of Farmers' Organiza- 
tions and Labor Unions. 



Washington, Juno 25.— President 
Wilson on Monday signed the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, vetoed by Pres- 
ident Taft as his last onicial act and 
the appropriation of $110,000,000 car- 
ried In the measure was legalized, sub- 
ject to tho rider which says that none 
of tho funds shall bo used for tho 
prosecution of labor union or farmers' 
organizations. In signing the bill the 
president Issued the following state- 
ment: 

"I have signed this bill because I 
can do so without In fact limiting tho 
opportunity or tho power of the de- 
partment of Justice to prosecute vio- 
lations of tho law Jiy whomsoever 
committed. 

'If I could have separated from the 
rest of the bill tho Item which author- 
ized tho expenditure by the depart- 
ment of Justice of a special sum of 
S.1U0.000 for the prosecution of viola- 
tions of the anti-trust law, | would 
have vetoed that item, because It 
places upon tho expenditure a limita- 
tion which is in my opinion unjusti- 
fiable In character and principle. Hut 
I could not separate It. I do not un- 
derstand that tho limitation was in- 
tended as either an amendment or an 
Interperatlon of the anti-trust law, 
but merely as an expression of the 
opinion of the congress— a very em- 
phatic opinion backed by an * over- 
"whelming majority of the house of 
representatives and a large majority 
of the senate, but not intended to 
touch anything but the expenditure of 
a single small additional fund. 

"I can assure the country that this 
Item will neither limit nor In anv 
way embarrass the actions of the de- 
partment of Justice. Other appropria- 
tions supply the department with 
abundant funds to enforce the law. 
The law will be Interpreted In the de- 
termination of what the department 
should do, by Independent and I hope 
Impartial Judgments as to the true and 
Just meaning of substantiate stat- 
utes of the United States."

Washington, Juno 23.— Tho follow- 
ing Is Presldont Wilson's message to 
congress on tho subject of currency 
reform : 

Mr. Speaker, Mr. President, Gentle- 
men of tho Congress: It is under tho 
compulsion of what seems to mo a 
clear and imperative duty that I have 
a second tlmo this session sought tho 
privllego of addressing you In person. 
I know, of courso, that tho heated 
season of tho year Is upon us, that 
work In these chambers and In the 
commltteo rooms is likely to becomo a 
burden as tho season lengthens, and 
thut ovory consideration of personal 
comfort, perhaps, In tho cases of some 
of us, considerations of personal 
health oven, dictate an early conclu- 
sion of tho deliberations of tho ses- 
sion; but thero are occasions of public 
duty when these things which touch 
us privately seem very small; when 
the work to bo dono Is so pressing and 
so fraught with big consequence that 
wo know that we are not at liberty to 
weigh against It any point of personal 
sacrifice. It Is absolutely imperative 
that we should give the business men 
of this country a banking and curren- 
cy system by means of which they 
can make use of tho freedom of enter- 
prise and of Individual inltlatlvo 
which we are about to bestow upon 
thorn. 

Wo are about to Bet them free; we 
must not leave them without the tools 
of action when they aro free. Wo are 
about to set them free by removing 
tho trammels of the protective tariff. 
Ever since the Civil war they have 
waited for this emancipation and for 
the freo opportunities It will bring 
with it. It has been reserved for ua 
to give It to them. Some fell in love, 
indeed with tho slothful security of 
their dependence upon the govern- 
ment; some took advantage of the 
shelter of the nursery to set up a 
mimic mastery of their own within 
Its walls. Now both the tonic and 
the discipline of liberty and maturity 
are to ensue. There will be some re- 
adjustments of purpose and point of 
view. There will follow a period of 
expansion and new enterprise, fresh- 
ly conceived. It is for us to deter- 
mine now whether it Bhall be rapid 
and facile and of easy accomplish- 
ment This it can not be unless the re- 
sourceful business men who are to 
deal with the new circumstances are 
to have at hand and ready for use 
the Instrumentalities and conveniences 
of free enterprise which independent 
men need when acting on their own 
Initiative. 

It Is not enough to strike the 
Bhackles from business. Tho duty of 
statesmanship Is not negative merely. 
It is constructive also. We must show 
that we understand what business 
needs and that wo know how to sup- 
ply it. No man, howover casual and* 
superficial his observation of the con- 
ditions now prevailing in the country, 
can fall to see that one of the chief 
things business needs now, and will 
need increasingly as it gains In scope 
and vigor in the years Immediately 
ahead of us, Is tho proper means by 
which readily to vitalize its credit, 
corporate and individual, and its orig- 
inative brains. What will it proflt us 
to be free if we aro not to have the 
best and most accessible Instrumen- 
talities of commerce and enterprise' 
What will It proflt us to be quit of 
one kind of monopoly If we are to re- 
main in the grip of another and more 
effectrro kind? How are we to gain 
and keep the confidence of the busi- 
ness community unless wo Bhow that 
we know how both to aid and to pro- 
tect it? What shall we eay v If we 
make fresh enterprise necessary and 
also make it very difficult by leaving 
all else except tho tariff JuBt aB wo 
found It? The tyrannies of business, 
big and little. He within the field of 
credit We know that Shall we not 
act upon the knowledge? Do we not 
know how to act upon It? If a man 
cannot mako his assets available at 
pleasure, his assets of capacity and 
character and resource, what satisfac- 
tion is it to him to see opportunity 
beckoning to him on every hand, when 
others have the keys of credit In 
their pockets and treat them as all but 
their own private possession? It is 
perfectly clear that it Is our duty to 
supply the new banking and currency 
system the country needs, and that it 
will immediately need It more than 
ever.

Changes Have Support of Senate Fi- 
nance Body, Which Has Submitted 
BUI to Democratlo Caucus — Oppose 
Currency BUI. 

Washington, Juno 23. — Wilson In- 
formed hi.'i cabinet that ho will Blgn 
tho sundry civil appropriation bill 
carrying $116,000,000 nnd that ho will 
Ibbuo a Btatomont giving his reasons 
for doing so. , 

Tho Underwood tariff bill as amend- 
ed by tho flonat.fi finance committee 
waa 8ubmitted to a caucus of tho aon- 
ato Democrats. This marks tho last 
Important stago of tho bill before it 
la finally roported to tho aenato and 
made tho target for Republican at- 
tacks. 

With largo additions to the free 
Hat nnd drastic reductions In tho metal 
schedule, the Underwood tariff bill aa 
amended by tho senate finance com- 
mittee and reported to tho Demo- 
cratic caucus Was made public hero, 
Tho rovonuo producing quallttos of 
tho bill havo been Increased, however, 
In the faco of many reductions by a 
provision Imposing a duty of flvo 
cents a bunch on bananas and remov- 
ing from brandies used ln fortifying 
American wines the largo preferential 
horetoforo given them. 

Wheat and flour havo been rotalncd 
on tho freo list subject to a' fixed 
countervailing duty. T^o hill as ro- 
ported Ib expected to produce flvo mil- 
lion dollars moro revenue than as 
passed by tho house. Tho only mate- 
rial increaae 1n duty was ln the cot- 
ton schedule. This, like tho wool 
schedule, was reclassified to placo 
slightly higher duties on highly manu- 
factured products. 

As reported to thoiDemocratlc cau- 
cus by tho sennto finance committee, 
boot and sugar cane machinery, aliza- 
rin and colors obtained from anthra- 
cene havo been added to tho free list. 
Russian seg, New Zealand and Nor- 
wegian tow, Jute waste, sultabld for 
tho manufacture of paper, all books 
used in schools and educational insti- 
tutions, sand blast and aludgo ma- 
chines, all hydraulic machines, catgut 
for surgical ubo, creosote oil, glaziers 
diamonds and diamond clust, and 
eggs of nil fowls have been placed 
on tho freo list 

Cattle, sheep and all other domestlo 
live animals suitable for human food, 
not otherwise provided for, are other 
additions to tho free list. 

Opposition to the Owen-Glass cur- 
rency measure wna voiced by the mi- 
nority members of the ronato banking 
and currency commltteo. Tho pro- 
posed Democratic bill was termed an 
extension of tho Vreoland measure and 
contains defecta that must bo elimi- 
nated before It Is enacted Into law. 
The Republican committeemen also 
asserted that tho currency legislation 
could not bo enacted at tho present 
session of congress without Republi- 
can support. 

Federal control of banking as pro- 
vided ln tho now measure was criti- 
cized especially and tho different 
rates of Intorcst proMdod for the pro- 
posed banking regions wero attacked. 

Senator Nelson, ranking minority 
member of tho commltteo, Bald: 

"I believe many chaugc8 will havo 
to be mado before tho publlo will 
sanction tho now bill. . » 

"I thought thoy were going to. give 
us something now," aald Senator Brls- 
tow, "but thoy only havo foisted off 
tho old Vreeland measure with all Its 
d*fects." 

"I think thero are many thingB that 
will have to bo changed ln tho meas- 
ure," aald Senator Woeka, "though I 
am heartily in favor of currency legis- 
lation during, tho present aesslon."
